The Times-News believes its readers and 
ndvcrlisera should have a thoraugh undDr- 
stantSlng ol the prohloms with which this 
newspaper Is cqnfrontcct as a reauU of gov- 
ernment rationing of newsprint. 

Shortage of newsprint has become a se- 
rious problem with all the country's dallies 
and ttic Times-News la no exception. As ex- 
amples of steps already taken In this rcBlon: 
The Lcwlston Tribune and the Idaho Falls 
Post-RcBistcr have "frozen" their circula- 
tions, the Nampa Free Press has announced 
It must publish six -page papers' now nnd 
then to keep within Its newsprint quota, and 
the Salt Lake Tribune has been forced to 
curtail Us distribution. 

All these newspapers, like the Times-News, 
lind previously reduced the size of tholr 
Issues, their features, comics, etc. Some de- 
partments of these newspapers have been 
■eliminated entirely and others will be done 
away with as newsprint quotas are still fur- 
ther reduced. 

In apltc of the many conservation meas- 
ures It already had adopted, the Times- 
News exceeded Its newsprint quota for the 
third quarter of this year. An appeal to the 
war production board for additional news- 
print lor the lost three months o( 1943 was 
denied. So the Tlmcs-Newa has Its problems. 

Whether the number of papora published 
each day should bo "frozen" or the newS' 
paper Itself reduced aulflclently In sise to 
.serve everyone who wishes a copy. Is a 
difficult decision to make. The Times-News 
docs not llke tho thought ol denying anyone 
a newspaper. Neither docs It relish the Idea 
of putting out smaller papers than this ter- 
ritory ordinarily warrants. 

For that reason, we hope all of our readers 
and advertisers will bear with us In what' 
ever deelslons we are forced to make. 

Alrcady^the Times-News has decided to 
forego pubhcatlon on holidays. This will save 
sizable quantities ol newsprint which other- 
wise would have to be conserved by reducing 
the average size of the paper dally. 

We may have to trim or eliminate other 
features to save space; to edit all i 
even more closely; to reduce still further 
the average number of pages. It may even 
become necessary to "freeze" circulation and 
ration advertising. None of these steps will 
be taken merely as an excuse to take ad' 
vantage of wartime conditions. 

All Magic Valley may rest assured that the 
Times-News, at the first opportunity, will 
publish an even better newspaper than It 
has over produced before. Extensive plans 
already are under way for these Improvo- 
ments, 

Meantime, the Tlmes-Newa will sincerely 
appreciate the indulgence of all concerned.

Pheasant hunters will tell you that It'g 
about this time every fall, along toward the 
tall end ol the season, when going out after 
these wily game birds actually comes under 
the heading of work. 

Dogs wear themselves to a frazzle and 
hunters walk themselves loop-Ieggcd trying 
to outsmart their quarry. Although they 
would like to kid themselves Into thinking 
that all of the pheasants have been "shot 
off," these weary hunters know only too well 
that thousands upon thousands of "chickens" 
are still strutting their 8tu«— and at a safe 
distance. 

When the season first opens, It's a cinch. 
Anyone can flush a pheasant or two almost 
any place in the open stubble or alfalfa. 
Along about the second week the pheasants 
gang up, Eo Into a huddle and hit for heavier 
cover. As & lost resort when the season Is 
nearlng Its end they Cither sUck to thoso 
farma where hunting U taboo or hlgh-tall 
it deep Into the desert. 

Hunters in the vicinity of Nampa are go- 
ing to have a lot ol lun with a last-minute 
surprise attack on those Chinese smart- 
alecks. Farmers thereatwuts have complain- 
ed that pheasants feed on their fields until 
hunting season opens, then fly to the migra- 
tory bird refuge at the Deer Flat reservoir 
to remain untU the season ends. When the 
shooting stops the pheasants, big as you 
please, return to the farms. 

Supervisors of the refuge have decided 
■ that during the last 11* days of the season 
pheasont hunting will be permitted in tlie 
refuge, the first time the reserve his been 
open to shooting Alnce It was founded lo 
years ago. ■

"CaU of Wild" May Have Led 
"Lone Wolf" to Make Escape

"The lone woli" Is the name that 
officers gave lo James Povls, 40 
whose apprehension for ormcd rob- 
bery here In lOU revealed one of the 
most bliarre of criminal minds, and 
Whose, escape from tho state psnl- 
tenUary at Boise Monday may well 
have been Ulcrally on answer to 
"the call o( the wild."

Like Blsirunlled Coyote 

This "atlr-wlse" ex-convlcl lived 
like a disgruntled coyote, in a hole 
In the desert, with no compatiloru, 
no pets, and no one but himself 
knowing the road to Uie desolate 
hideout where he cached Ills stolen 
goods and planned hla raids on thi 
countryside. When he finally show- 
ed olllcets his underground lair It 
the arid nastes tar to the eouthwesi 
ot Twin falls, moro Uwrn tV,000 
worth ol varied stolen merchandise 
was removed from a cavrf* located 
70 feel bentalh the aurface of the 

■'The lone wolf" prowled the Twin 
F^lls countryside for a long time 
before he pulled the ]ob that w. 
Ills undoUlg. That was the nnrn 
robbery ol the Curry storo, which 
netted him about (50."and brought 
him a pcnlttntlaty sentence ot from 
live to 10 years, 

Davis has a mechanical bent, and 
ho was able to keep hla car runtilng 
without taking It to a garage. The 
car, however, caused hla arrest. Port 
ot the loot at the Curry store 
listed of several cortona ot o 
elWs, and Chlet of Police Howard 
Ollletle investigated when he learn- 
ed that a msn waa offering cigar- 
ettes la % Vfitl auto wiecker In tx> 
change for a certain used car part- 
Bolted rrem Oltlotte Twice 

Davis bolted away from OlUette 
twice during mvcstlgatlon of the 
ease, forcing tho chief of police to 
catch him In a foot race- O ne o f the 
ncapniltliipta oco urrEd"ln~3own- 
town Twin falls, and Olllette nar< 
rowly escaped Injury when he slip- 
ped and fell In front of n moving 
car during the chase. The conviction 
and penitentiary sentence comi 
after a confession obUUned by Oll- 
letle and Sheriff Woiren W. Low- 
ery, which showed Davis' menial 
processes lo be a curious inCermlng- 
Ung Dl human reason and animal 
cunning, and his nature one that 
preferred- the solitude of hU deacrt 
hideout to association with others- 

"The lotiD WDlf" finally took the 
Qttlccci lo hli hSStout, atid revt&l- 
ed his elabcrata prcparatloru tor 
living oft the countryside while 
still enjoying tlis solitude that sat- 
isfied his nature. 

He had bullt a rood along the 
rtmrock at a certain point In the 
desert waste. Olllcera described it 
n» "a good road." declaring he must 
have spent considerable time on It,

Tho concealed road led to a point 

ear a crack in the ■ lava which 
measured about three Icet In width, 
but there was nothing here to In- 
dicate that It was a cache for stolen 
loot, Davis showed tha offlcera how 
to reuond into the Ilosure In the 
lava rtwk. Down they went lor IQ 
feeL Then a cave opened Into the 
rock, and thtra woi found what 
would be a pretty good atock for a 
general store, all stolen from a 
score or moro ot stores and ranoh 
houses icsttered over the valley,

Davis' reading and wrlUng ability 
was definitely llmlled, but ho car- 
ried a small book in which he had 
kept a record of much of his nctlv- 
lUcs over a period ot years, Tlils In- 
cluded even dated notations con- 
cerning hb Infrequent off-color as- 
sociations with women, which ol- 
flceri said appeared to be tho only 
exception to hU Insistence on trav- 
eling a lonely road, 

Specalatc t,n Ksn'a Acllona 

Officers this week were inullliiB 
over their rccollectlon-'i of "tlie lone 
wolf" as Ihcy speculated on his 
probable course of action after 
walking away from tho penitentiary 
Moii'Iny, and coiiildcred Uic po.i.il- 
billtlti of cnlchlng him- Onsolliie, 
lire and food raUonlny have come 
Into the picture since Davis went 
lo ths pfinlt*nllsry, which might 
make sonie dlHercnce, although hi 
didn't seem to have been purchasim 
mudi of anylliing when hb cochi 
was Wveslliatcd. 

This, however, olllcera led Hint 
they can be sure of, unlcM Davla Is 
apprehended passing through 
rltory close to the penitentiary: that 
somewhere on a desolate hillside 
fringing liolnicd ranches or sotticil 
communities "tho lono wolf" will 
look down into (he valley In search of 
prey, and probably will return to 
hU lair with poultry, guns, pcialhly 
a car. or whsievcr he figures he 
most ncal) to teiume operntlona. 

He will tiave to limit his public 
appeorancei, hut ho hna had long 
practice 'In concealing himself in 
the dc.iert ince, and he wUl have 
adiltd Inccnllve to bo more cunning 
than eWT In hiding Wmsclf now. If 
Davis readies tho hllU, or has 
reached llipm, it will tnke a full- 
scale man hunt, or a long time — or 
both— to return blm lo the pcnlten- 
Uar>'.
